Whereas the Government have directed the Survey of lands comprised 
in survey numbers noted below Pudussery west village, Palghat Taluk , it is 
hereby notified under sub -section (1) of section 6 of the Kerala Survey and 
Boundaries Act, 1961 that survey operation will be started in the village soon 
and survey numbers of the above said village noted below will be demarcated 
and surveyed , and that every person claiming to be interested in the 
registered lands situated within or adjoining the undermentioned lands is 
hereby invited to attend immediately either in person or by agent on the 
surveyor employed in the locality and also from time to time when called 
upon for the purpose of pointing out the boundaries and supplying informa 
tva in connection therewith . 

Under suls -section ( 2) of section 6 of the said Act, this notification shall 
.be held to be a valid notice to every person having any interest in the 
said lands. 

Under sub -section ( 3 ) of section 6 of the above said Act, all the 
registered holders are licreby required . 
(a ) to clear within 15 days by cutting down or removing any trees, 

jungle, fences, standing crops or other materials obstructions the 
boundaries or other lines the clearance of which may be necessary 
for the purposes of survey, and 
to provide labour at such time and for such periods as may from 
time to time be required by furnishing flag holders and 

chajninen ; and 
(c) to provide suitable survey marks and otherwise to give such 

assistance in the survey as may be demanded under the said Act , 
or tlic rulcs made thicreunder!

Expianatery Note

of the Notification clear) . 

Rules 64 and 65 of the K. L. R. (Tenancy ) Rules, 1970 deal with the, 
procedure for enquiry by Land Tribunal for vesting the rights , of religious, 
charitable and educational institutions in Governmeni, and determination 
of annuity . Rule 61 contemplates the issue and publication of a notice by 
the Land Tribunal in the Notice board of the Village Office of the 
Village in which the holding is situated calling upon persons if any interest.cd 
in the subject matter of the enquiry specified in the notice to appear before 
the Land Tribunal on the date specified in the notice and prefer claims and 
objections, if any . The notice has to be published in the office of the Land 
Tribunal and Taluk Office also. The Land Tribun ! has also to serve a 
copy of such notice on each of the persons whose names appear in the report 
in Form No. 29 and in the application . Under rule 67 on receipt of the 
copy of the final order, Gove ament have to issue a notification and a copy. 
of this is to be served on the persons and the institutious concerned, in addi 
tion to publication in the Gazette. So, tihe only difference from the earlier 
notification is that the subse tent notification is published in the Gazette 
alo. In view of the earlie: notification prib :shed luy the Lawl Tribunal 
it may not be necessary to publish the firal decision again , giving an oppor 
tunity to the interested parties to prefer claims if any. It is also relevant 
that since comporsation for vestig is paul as annuity, claimarts if any who 
come to know of the decision to pay annuity on the vesting of the rights of 
religious, charitable and educational institutions can siill take steps to claim 
their encumbrances from the anrity by moving a Civil Court. So rules 67 
and 68 has to be suitably amended dropping the procedure mentioned therein , 
for publication of the notification inviting claims if any. Rules 67 and 68 
were prescribed wlun annuity was to bc sanctioned under section 66 . This 
provision has subsequently been amended by the introduction of section 72 ( N ) 
of the Act according to which no notification is necessary. After all the 
provision to dispense with the issue of notification was included to expedite 
impicmentation. This notification amending the rules 67 and C8 is published 
in order to remove any doubt that the procedure for publication of final noti 
fication again has to be followed .
